Hew  beet  crop  production  ex-oected  to  provide  relief  in 
approximately  one  month.     Meanwhile,   suggest  direct  attention  to  consumers 
recuerling  sugar  for  ?i0me  canning  to  instructions  currently  issued  by  U- S. 
Extension  Service  on  alternative  sources  of  sweetening,   or  canning  fruits 
with  little  or  no  sug?r. 

An  over-all  :*'^ct  sheet  on  the  sug?r  situation  is  being  prepared  by  OD  and  will  be 
sent  out  very  soon  through  usual  fact  sheet  ch:^nnels. 

Early  this  week  two  other  fact  sheets  are  going  out  from  OD  also  through  usua.l 
■fact  sheet  cha.nnels — one  on  butter,   the  other  on  m.est.     They  will  supply  background 
data  on  over-all  supplies,  hovj  future  supplies  might  be  expected  to  affect  the  con- 
sumer,  comp'^ risen  of  civilian  and  armed  forces  needs,  etc,
